Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/06, 1/06 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
2002/0159804, 6593047, or 2002/0055119. Applicants' claims are to a photoconductor, 
and a device. Although applicants want to limit the photoconductor and device to a wet- 
developing photoconductor and device this is not limiting but only a statement of 
intended use and does not further limit the photoconductor or the device. Applicants 
also have the (I/O) of both the binder and electron transfer agent as the means to define 
the invention. The (I/O) is for all known material and any unknown material not yet 
tested. Any photoconductor having electron transfer agents and binders whether or not 
that the (I/O) characteristics are disclosed anticipates the claims. Azuma et al 
[2002/0159804] teaches an image forming apparatus containing an image carrier 
composed of a conductive substrate and a photosensitive material wherein the 
photosensitive material comprises a binder resin, an electric charge generating material, 
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an electron transferring material and a hole transferring material [0015]. The 
photosensitive layer is taught to have a single layer [0028]. The material in the 
photosensitive are the same materials used to compose the photosensitive layer of the 
present application. For binder resins Azuma et al teaches a copolymerized 
polycarbonate resin with repeating units of general formulas 1 and 2. As a suitable hole 
transporting material general formula [0079]. Both HTM are taught with molecular 
weights greater than 900. Formula 5 contains a stilbene formula 1 . Hole transporting 
materials are from 25-200% by weight [0098]. Electron transferring agents [0090]-[0091] 
are from 5-80%. Azuma et al 2002/0045119 teaches a single layer type 
electrophotosensitive materials having a electron and hole transferring material in a 
polycarbonate resin note Abstract. Applicants attention is to [0016], [0019], [0037], 
[0038], [0058], [0066], and [0072]. Azuma 6593047 teaches a single layer type 
electrophotosensitive material note Abstract and Col. 10 for ETM and Col. 12 for HTM. 
Since the photoreceptors have identical materials the physical properties would be 
similar and inherently possesses the same properties.
